Assure 
that there is no general increase in taxes to the residential sector or to the small 
business sector. 2. Adjust the excessively inflated residential values in the 
larger cities so that homeowners do not pay a disproportionate share of taxes 
and so that municipalities receive a more equitable share of provincial grants.
